Vermilion Fourteenth Annual 
Fair Surpasses Ali Previous 


Records Made In The Locality 


Rain Did Not Keep Large Crowd from Attending, But Unfortunately 
the Storm Precluded the Holding of Proposed Stock Parade— 
$15,000 Offered in Purses and Prizea Brings Out Splendid 


Collections in Evary 


Section of Prize List 


(By Bulletin Staff Reporter) 

With judging going on in a dozen 
different places at once; with events in 
these various sections larger and more 
keenly contested than at the Edmon- 
ton fair; with over 3,000 entries on 
the eeeretary’s books, and with a live 
stock showing in advanee of any yet 
seen in the province outside of the 
“big time’ circuit, the fourteenth an- 
nual exhibition at Vermilion Thurs- 


day and Friday was an event that 
played havoc with some otherwise 
excellent records in that section of 


the province. 

The remarkable success of the ex- 
hibition was somewhat rudely assail- 
ed when 4 steady downpour of rain 
began in mid-afternoon Friday and 
continued through the evening and 
night. Undoubtedly the attendance 
records suffered by this untimely 
| break in the weather, but by holding 
| off as long as it did the rain failed 


also failed to stop the assembling of 
a large crowd which began stream- 
ing into the grounds before 


Unfortunately the storm was too 
heavy to permit the holding of the 
proposed stock parade, an_ event 


which would surely have been a spe- 
cial treat for all lovers of superior 
type live stock, of which there were 
some hundreds on the grounds. 

The $15,000 offered in purses and 
prizes proved a great drawing ecard in 
spite of the somewhat pessimistic out- 
look a few days before the fair. The 
number of entries which came in like 
an avalanche at the last exceeded all 
expectations of the exhibition man- 
agement, and absolutely new records 
were created in every class and de- 
partment from poultry to fancy work. 
In opening the fair Thursday after- 
noon both Premier Stewart and Hon. 
Duncan Marshall commented on the 
extent of the showing readily con- 
ceding that Vermilion'’s 1919 victory 
effort was one of the best ever seen 
in the province. And the ‘fact was 
apparent to the management and 
others that better facilities will have 
to be provided hereafter for handling 
and stabling the exhibits, the spacious 
grounds of the organization near the 
town having shortcomings in the way 
cf huilding accommodation for an 
Oa... “s Care 7 soot 
exhibition of this years extent. 

Friday's heavy rain, which  tnet- 
dentally drove a few score auto driv- 
ers to distraction, was about the first 
which ever seriously interfered with 
the Vermilion fair, A soaker of this 
nature would have been appreciated 
about two months ago, when parched 
crops needed moisture as never be- 
fore. However, grazing conditions

in the district and live stock is thriv- 
| ing accordingly. W. P. McAlpine, one 
lof the prominent ranchers of the dis- 
trict, declares that pasturage has 
never been better than right now, and 
the last rain will make conditions 
even better and at the same time pro- 
vide a store of moisture for next 
spring. Recent rains have brought 
lerops along rapidly, and the absence 
of frost. leads farmers to hope for a 
thorough ripening of the late growth 
lof oats, which is attaining a good 
length and is well headed and filled. 
| Although the early oats where uncut 
have shelled to some extent, a fairly 
| good crop will be harvested in many 
'parts of the district These condi- 
| tions prevail for the greater part of 
the distance between 
| Vermilion In some instances 
will likely yleld from 30 to 40 bushels 
per acre. 

Although hay has been a short crop 
the late growth has made the feed 
situation decidedly less alarming. In 
many places the farmers and ranch- 
ers state that they will have ample 
feed for the winter, and Vermilion 
district ie a heavy producer of live 
stock Twenty-eight miles north of 
the town at Landonville, there \s, for 
example, John Landon, one of the 
prominent ranchers, who has 200 
head of cattle and will have more 
than enough feed for his herd.

OF LIBERALISM 


Declares Unitarian Faith Has 


Been in the Vanguard of 
Liberalism 


(By Prof. Wm. Hardy Alexander) 
The First Unitarian society resumed 
its Sunday gatherings yesterday at 11 
am,, when Professor William Hardy 
Alexander spoke on “The Vitality of 
Liberalism.” 
Following the method of the Greek 


Philosopher Aristotle in his ethics, the | 


speaker defined liberalism as falling 
between the extremes of conservatism 
on the one hand and revolution on 
the other. It is the state of mind of 
the free man, who is free both from 
the mere fear of change and the ex- 
cessive love of @t. Ideally lberaliam 
ls an attitude of open-mindedness in 
every phase of life, controlled by 
sanity and judgment 

But liberatisam of this type histor 
leally tends first to whiggism or mere 
ineria, and then to re-aetion Ae 4 
matter of practice liberalism must 
lean rather to the extreme of revolu 
tion than to even-mindednesse-—that is 
to say, it must be radical because of 
the natural sluggishness of the human 
mind and ite inaccemaibility to ideas 


Liberaliam to fight fear, ignoranes, 
and re-action requires, as it has al- 
ways required, the super-vitality 
conferred by radicaiism. 

The study of history. political, eco 
nomic intellectual, and religious, re- 
veals the truth of this. Reform after 


reform, advance afier advance, was 
achieved only because the vitality of 


liberalism as displayed 
mands of radicalism roused at last a 
sufficient body of usually sluggish 
public opinion to think, and once that 
has been done the advance is as good 
as made. because to think is to move. 
And then the radicalism of one gen- 
eration becomes the commonplace of 
the next. 

Thus it is historically an error to 
be unduly exercised about radicalism,

in the question of tariff reduction, | 
and liable to bolt again if there 
wasn’t something done about it. 
The ministers, according to re- 
port, were trying to stall matters 
by promising an extra sessional | 
indemnity all round if the. mal- 
“woritents would only let them pro- | 
rogue without a scene. 
Prorogation was got past with- 
out the tariff being overhauled | 
and without any revolt occurring. | 
The promised extra session is now 
being held—with little enough on} 
the program to suggest that any! 
serious attempt to transact public | 
business is to be made, and with| 
every appearance that the cere-| 
mony is being gone through sim-| 
ply in order to fulfil the legal re-| 
quirements and permit the indem-| 
nity to be handed out. As for the 
supposed insurgents, their alleged 
concern in the downward revis- 
ion of the tariff seems to have 
faded. Having sold out at $2,500 
each, they have evidently con- 
eluded that it is better business 
to stand pat and defer an election 
than to revolt and precipitate one. 


When Policemen Strike. 

Boston, the haunt of culture 
and the home of baked beans, has 
been going through an enlivening 
experience of a sort hardiy to be 
looked for in the metropolis of up- 
lift sentiment. 

The police foree, it appears, 
went on strike. Forthwith all the 
gamblers and crooks in New Eng- 
land seem to have flocked to Bos- 
ton, and turned the city into a 
large-sized representation of a Ne- 
vada mining camp of the early 
days. As the police wouldn't pro- 
tect the public, the Governor call- 
ed out troops, and for several days 
despatches have been recording | 
cavalry charges on riotous mobs, 
infantry raids into gambling dens | 
with fixed bayonets, and ocea- 
sional street skirmishes between 
the troops and the lawless ele- 
ment. At latest reports seven peo- 
ple had been killed and a large 
number injured. 

The moral is that in Boston, as 
in Western Canadian cities, the 
mistake has been made of not 
drawing a line between occupa 
tions in which men ought to be 
free to strike if they cannot other- 
wise secure reasonable pay and 
conditions of employment and cer- 
tain other callings in which the 
rights of the publie and the se 
curity of life and property, law 
and order forbid that a strike 
should ever oecur, 

Who is really to blame for the 
policemen’s strike in Boston ean- 
not be gathered at this distance. 
It may be a parsimonious civic 
administration or it may be an 
irresponsible policemen’s union, | 
What is clear from the experience | 
there, as from the reeent experi- 
ence in Western Canada, is that

Wednesday Closing. 

The city council has instructed 
the city solicitor to prepare a by- 
law ordering that business places 
shall close on Wednesday after- 
noons. 

The public will probably have 
little complaint to make. Most 
people can adjust their domestic 
affairs so as to make it unneces- 
sary to do shopping on one after- 
noon in the mid-week. 

It is not correct ,jhowever, to at- 
tempt to base the bylaw upon any 
supposed expression of a desire on 
the part of the public that the 
stores should close on Wednesday. 


|Nn such demand has been made 


upon the council. 
The question submitted to the 
referendum 


was not whether they wanted the 


| stores closed on Wednesday or not 


closed; but whether—the council 
having decided to close them on 
one day or the other—the voters 
should prefer them closed on Wed 
nesday or on Saturday. 


The verdict from the polls was | 


simply a declaration in favor of 
closing on Wednesday rather than 


| Saturday, The voters expressed no 


opinion on the question of whether 
stores should be closed by by-law 
on a half-day in the week or al- 
lowed to remain open every week 
day; and were not asked to do so. 
The council decided that question 
before asking the voters which 
day they preferred. 

It is upon the initiative of the 
council, not upon any mandate 
from the voters, that the new by- 
law is to be based. 


An Unconditional Surrender, 


The* Government majority in 
Parliament voted down a proposal 
from the Opposition that in rati- 
fying the peace treaty a clause 
should be added to the resolution 
declaring: ‘‘That in giving 


‘‘approval this house in no way! m 


‘‘assents to any impairment of the 
‘‘existing autonomous authority 
‘fof the Dominion, but declares 
‘that the question of what part, if 
‘“‘any, the forces of Canada shall 
‘‘take in any war, actual or 
‘‘threatened, is one to be deter- 
‘*mined at all times as occasion 
‘*may require by the people of 
‘Canada through their represen- 
‘‘tatives in Parliament.’’ 

This action of the parliamentary 
majority settles the question of 
whether or not Canada surrenders 
its sovereignty to the control of 
the League of Nations. If there 
were no surrender involved there 
could be no possible objection, and 
no possible harm or offence to the 
League, in saying so. ‘And _ if it 
were not the calculated intention 
that there should be such surren- 
der, common prudence would re- 
commend that any doubts on the 
point be cleared away by some 
such explicit definition of author- 
ity as the clause proposed. 

The rejection of this definitive 
clause does more than to leave it 
open to the executive of the League 
to iyterpret the measure of control 
it may exercise over Canadian af- 
fairs. In refusing to make the 
reservation the parliamentary ma- 
jority assert the contrary prin. 
ciple, and repudiate the conten- 
tion that Canada possesses the 
right of self-determination in the 
issue of peace and war. 

Canadians are not hereafter to 
consider themselves the masters of 
their own and their-country’s des- 
tiny, but subjects of an interna- 
tional heirarchy which holds pow- 


‘er to employ Canadian troops in 


any war it may see fit to make, in 
any part of the world and against 
any nation. If that is not the 
case, and intended to be the case, 
the vote in Parliament is meaning- 
less.

Obviously 
the term leaven in this passage does 
not apply to evil, but to good, for it 
is the leaven of Truth, the message 
of Christ, It is noteworthy, too, that

Winnipeg, Sept. 15.—Pork products 
exported to Great Britain bring a 
much better price than the local 
wholesale price James T. Gordon, 
president of the Gordon. Ironsides and 
Fares, packers, admitted before Judge 
H, A. Robson at the board of com- 
merce investigation tnto the high cost 
of living here this morning. Mr. Gor- 
don did not give comparative figures, 
but promised to produce them at a 
later hearing Sixty per cent, of his 
products is sold to Great Britain, he 
declared, and the remainder js aold 
in Canada. None is sent to the United 
BStatea. 

‘““We could make thousands more if 
we could ship all our bacon to Eng- 
land,’ he stated, 


“It is the foreign demand which 
keeps up the prices here,” 
Earlier the witness testified that 


he had three million pounds in stor- 
age in England. 

“We are waiting to see if the Bri- 
tish ministry is going to fleece us or 
give us a living price for ,"' he com- 
mented. 

Mr. Gordon said he was glad of the 
opportunity to give fadts of his busi- 
ness aa he expects to prove that the 
packers were not responsible for the 
high cost of living to the extent to 
which they were believed to be.

government, attempted to prove his 
theory that it was competitive bid- 
ding by wholesalers which made it
